There is 
no specific present or specific future tense. Rather this is used for Both because 
.as we live in the present, the future is continuously coming in our lives

4 - When letter 'Ta' is placed after the 1 st letter in a 3 lettered word, it Exaggerates the 
meaning of that word. i.e. SaBR = Patience. iStaBiR = Be Patient alot!
